A twin-hull all-purpose fishing vessel, Taegyong, was launched amid the 
interest of shipbuilding experts at the Nampho Taegyong Fishery Station, 
located in Kammun-dong, Waudo District, Nampho. 

The fishing vessel is one of scores of Hwanggumhae -model vessels for the 
purpose of fishing, transport and service built by the station, which is known 
as a model unit in the country’s fishing sector. 

Based on rich experience gained in shipbuilding, the station set a goal of 
building a twin-hull all-purpose fishing vessel this year. 

Officials and technicians of the station explored the latest sci-tech data 
on the building of catamaran boat and finished designs for the vessel to be 
engaged in fishing in various meteorological and climatic conditions possible 
on the east and west seas of Korea, while intensifying the study in close contact 
with researchers from the shipbuilding and marine engineering faculty of Kim 


Chaek University of Technology.

T here is a cosy school building, called the Changju Branch of Songnyon 
Senior Middle School, in an isolated mountainous village in Pyoktong

Taedonggang Pig Farm 


T he Taedonggang Pig Farm was built in the Wonhung area of Samsok 
District, Pyongyang, in Juche 100 (2011), an area rich in fruit tree 
blossoms in spring and in fruits in autumn. 

The pig farm has laid solid material and technological foundations for 
normalizing production on a high level and set up a base where organic 
compound fertilizer is produced, becoming known across the country as a 
model unit in establishing a food production cycle of animal husbandry and 
fruit farming. 

Recently it has made some successes in putting animal husbandry on a 
scientific footing, including the sci-tech guarantee for preserving highbred 
pigs whose productivity is higher than that of ordinary ones by 140%, which 
need 40% less feed and whose meat tastes good, and the production of a 
number of highbred piglets a year with the introduction of the latest artificial 
insemination technique. 

These successes are attributable to the sincere efforts of manager Jo Ryong 
Choi and workers of the farm. 

Important in solving the breed problem, the precondition for increasing the 
livestock products, was a sci-tech system to prevent degeneration of highbred 
pigs and preserve them. 

Jo decided to develop a highbred pig selection program and buckled down 
to it. The farm workers took active part in the program development. While 
analyzing in detail the highbred pig’s genealogy and building a large database, 
they hastened the development of the program. 

It was not an easy job to breed pigs and develop the new program 


simultaneously. But none of them gave up halfway. 

Finally, with their concerted efforts, they succeeded in developing the 
program and thus laid a solid sci-tech foundation for preserving highbred pig. 

The pig farm is now frequented by many people who want to learn from its 
advanced stockbreeding techniques and good experience.

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Rinsari Deer Ranch 


F rom of old the Korean people have 
regarded deer with white spots on 
its chestnut skin as one of the animals 
symbolizing eternal youth and longevity. 
A pair of young antlers grow every year 
on the head of a stag three years old 
and above, and they are regarded as the 
best material for Koryo medicine together 
with Kaesong Koryo insam for their 
extraordinary medicinal value. 


The state makes sure that deer ranches 
are set up in many places with favourable 
ecological environments. The Rinsan Deer 
Ranch in Rinsan County, North Hwanghae 
Province, is one of them. 

The ranch grazes deer in valleys and 
hills enclosed with high mountains, 
which have abundant fodder resources 
including wild insam, Atractylodes 
japonica, astragalus, Angelica gigas, 



Eleutherococcus senticosus, hazel tree and 
linden. Clear streams flow down thickly- 
wooded valleys. 

Deer are put out to divisions of the 
pasture in a cyclical mode from early spring 


until late autumn. In early spring they are 
grazed gradually lest they are poisoned by 
harmful grass, and in midsummer they 
are unleashed in the morning and evening 
so as to keep them from excessive heat. 


Attention is paid to their protection from 
such beasts as wolves and foxes. 

Careful efforts are directed to preserving 
good natural and ecological environment. 
To this end five hectares of grass land is 


laid every year. The ranch had only 70 
deer when it was established in Juche 63 
(1974), and now it has hundreds of deer.

K im Tong Hwan, People’s Artist, is a renowned 
artist in the DPRK who contributed to 
developing the single-stroke technique, a traditional 
method of Korean painting, to meet the modern 
aesthetic taste. 

Born in a rural village in Kaesong in Juche 50 
(1961), he was interested in painting simply with 
an urge to draw his native village full of joy and 
happiness. 

In the fine art group of his school, he represented 
native village with modem dwelling houses and his 
school ringing with the sounds of reading in his 
paintings. 

Time passed and he wanted to become an artist 
and give a vivid portrayal of the beautiful country’s 
ever-changing appearance. 

After graduating from the then Pyongyang 
College of Fine Arts, he began to build his career 
as a professional at the Korean painting group of 
the Mansudae Art Studio. 

His debut picture as a professional was Korean 
painting Innovative Coal Miner. 

It gives a lifelike portrayal of the joy and 
pleasure of a coal miner who was garlanded with 
flowers against the background of a large notice 
board with words reading Fulfilling Daily Task 
300% and electric coal cars mnning fully loaded 
with coal. 


It was successful and he became well-known 
for that thing among the professional artists. 

Only when I breathe the same breath of and keep 
pace with the stirring times, can I draw the picture 
of a tme and beautiful life and create masterpieces 
beloved of the people-this was what he keenly 
realized at the time. 

Later, he used to go to many places of the 
country seething with creation and change. 

His paintings produced in his nearly 30-year 
professional career make a deep impression on the 
people, for their vivid and delicate artistic portrayal 
and tme-to-life representation. 

In this course, he produced over 1 000 paintings 
including a dozen works of national treasure value. 

Towards a Peaceful World and many other 
masterpieces he produced were highly appreciated 
at art exhibitions in many countries of the world. 

The government conferred the titles of People’s 
Artist and Labour Hero on him in recognition of 
his feats. 

Still now he devotes his all energy to producing 
more paintings showing the stirring times and 
people’s life.

Sangmo Dance 


O angmo dance is one of the Korean folk dances. 
LJ A dance turning round decorative tassels while 
performing various dance movements and stunts, 
it is a peculiar dance done by men in the traditional 
Korean peasant dance. 

A hat with decorative tassels, the major property 
in the dance, indicates a felt hat put on by gong 


beaters and tabor players in the peasant dance and, 
more specifically, it means feathers and fur and 
white paper pieces fixed on the pivot of hat. 

According to the kinds of hats used in the dance, 
the dance is subdivided into dances with small hat, 
big hat and hat with fur, and adroit and diverse 
techniques are applied in the dance.

It is now very popular with agricultural workers 
and also represented as the theatrical art dance. 

Typical dance pieces include Dance Turning 
round Decorative Tassels on Hat and Small Drum 
and Hat with Decorative Tassels. 

The Sangmo dance which is staged on 
schoolchildren’s art performances, to say nothing 
of mass gymnastics and artistic performances, is a 
main item of peasant dance and has now developed 
into theatrical art dance.
